The metui ' loop at the top, 
through which . the strap is passed, is 
riveted into the bell. 
Cow bells áre 
made of ten sizes, whose sounds range 
through an ootaye. 
Sometimes miisical 
entertaiuers who play upon bells of one 
sort aud another come to the manufac­ 
turer and by selection among Ltlls of 
the various sizes tod'^^ight bells that 
are accur.ite in scale. 


There are only four factories in the 
United States in which cow bells are 
made, and in each case the cow bell is 
only an item of production among many 
other things Cow bells are sold all over 
the couiury, just the same as ever, but 
much the greater number are sold in 
the south, the southwest and the west, 
where farms are larger, less likely to bo 
under fence, and cattle are more likely 
to stray. 
There are sold in tho.se parts 
of the country a hundred dozen cow 
bells to every ten dozen sold in the east. 
American cow bells are exported to the 
various countries of fcoutb America aud 
to Australia.—New York Sun.

HARBOR APPROPRIATION. 


A citizen of St. Joseph bas taken Ihe 
trouble to write a member of the river 
and harbor committee at Washington 
inquiring whether any good could come 
from sending a lobby down to the cap- 
itol to work up sentiment for a big har­ 
bor appropriation. The reply was that 
the lobby would hinder rather than 
help an appropriation. 


This answer is used and will be used 
A9 political capital against the mem­ 
bers of the council in this city and in 
St. Joseph who voted money for the 
purjpose of sending such a lobby to 
Washington. 
Th e E v e n i n g N e w s 
never believed it was strictly necessary 
to vote money for such a purpose, but 
the evidence is strongly in favor of 
such a course. When buch men as M.E. 
Infalls, president of the Big Four 
railroad company, and transportation 
companies managed on business princi­ 
ples like the Graham & Morton com­ 
pany, give up their own money for such 
a lobby it is pretty certain that the 
lobby is necessary. 


Benton Harbor and St. Joseph are in 
poel ion to take no chances about the 
harbor this year. No method that has 
proven effective in the past should be 
abandoned now. This is not the year 
for experiments. 


Dr. George M. Bell is always on the 
outlook for new enterprises for Benton 
Harbor. It was the doctor who wrote 
Senator Burrows in regard to Benton 
Harbor as a possible Hite for trie pro­ 
posed armor plant, and the doctor did 
not expect that the senator would jjive 
the matter to the newspapcrK. The 
doctor says there is no noed of any agi­ 
tation ot the C]U6Htion at tlio pri'iiCDt 
and no need bo make the claimB of 
the city for the armor plant to coniliet 
in any way with the clainis of t he tiity. 
This is the sensible view of the matter. 
There is uo need of dividinjj the effort 
for a harbor appropriation at. this time.
